Constructed of Roi'ar Iron and Crud* 


In Design, She Was Operated Against 
the Federal Ship Housatanic With 
Disastrous Result*. 


It la a fact that a submersible boa) 


did actual service In the war between 
the states and was perhaps the first 
practical submarine used In actual 
warfare. 


Tue boat was built In Mobile ID 1804 


by two men named Hundley and Me- 
CUotocfc. It was of boiler Iron, Bbarp 
at both ends and was about thirty feet 
long, fire or six feet In beam and nv« 
or six feet deep. It was propelled by a 
screw, the shaft of wbich run hori- 
zontally along che hold, almost from 
stem to stern and was turned by eight 
men, who sat four on each aide of the 
ihaft 
The only hatchway, placed well for- 
ranl, WUB two tevt lo diameter, and It 
was closed by an Iron cap that worked 
on a binge and was airtight ID the 
forward part of the cap there was a 
clear glass bullseye, through which the 
pilot could see. The boat had water 
tight compartments, by filling or empty- 
Ing which It could sink or rise. A bal- 
last of Iron rails was placed outside the 
bull, and by means of keys they could 
be detached so that the boat could rise 
Instantly If necessary. 


Besides a rudder, the boat had side 


paddles, or fins, which could be used 
to guide It up or down through tho wa- 
ter. 


The boat could go perhaps four knots 


an hour. It could remain submerged 
for half an hour or au hour without 
serious inconvenience to Its crew, und 
once It remained as long as two hours 
under water without actual Injury to 
them. 


A floating torpedo was fastened to 
he boat by a line 100 feet long, and 
iie Inventor proposed that the boat 
should dive beneath the keel of the 
enemy's vessel and haul the torpedo 
after her. The triggers or sensitive 
jriiners af the torpedo would pres* 
agitiast the ship's bottom, explode the 
torpedo and sink the vessel. 


The boat was sent to Charleston to 
iperate against the blockading fleet. 
General Beuurcgard bad the torpedo 
'nstened to tbe bow. 
It terminated In 


'ront with a sharp lance bead, BO that 
vheu the boat was driven against a 
ship the la ace head would be forced 
into tbe ship below the water line anil 
the torpedo fastened against the side. 
The boat wns then to tack off and ex- 
plode the torpedo by a lanyard.

aKfi'n Payne volunteered and with him 
eight more men. The embarkntlon for

• fiuinter, nnd. as before, nil being made 
ready, Payne, standing at Mm post In 
the hatchway, gave orders to cast off, 
! when the boat careened and sank hi- 


j stanily. Payne sprang out, two of the 
; men fallowed him. nml the other sli 
went down with the boat and per- 
| is bed. 


Again the boat was raised, and her 


owner, Captain Hundley, took her for 
an experimental trip to Stone river, 
where, after going through her usual 


t evolutions, she dived into deep water 


j nnd disappeared. After n week's search 
•'she vas found at an angle of forty 
! degrees, her noso driven into the deep, 
' soft mud of the bottom. 
; 
Her crew of nine men were stand- 


ing. sluing or lying about in her hold, 
asphyxiated. Hundley hnrl difti at his 
post with a candle in one hand, whllw 
with tbe other he bad lieen vainly try- 
inp to unclamp the hatch. Tbe angle nt 
which the boat hart gone ilowu had 
J.-irnmeil the keys so that the men could 
not cast off tbe iron ballast that held 
them down.
